4. The abstract, line 2, "are disclosed" has been deleted. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest art of record is the translation of Spindler et al., WO 03/085013 A2, 
"Water-Soluble Copolymers Based on Olefinic Sulfonic Acids Method for the Production 
Thereof and Use of the Same", hereafter called Spindler, having a different inventor and 
assignee. The publication date of 10/16/2003, having a priority to 10 April 2002, 
predates the pending application's allowable subject matter. 

Spindler has numerous examples of well cement compositions containing related 
compounds, and in some cases having at least one identical compound as claimed by 
applicant. However, Applicant has claimed a composition and the use of a composition 
wherein the composition has an exact makeup of specific compounds: 
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77.9 weight % of the calcium salt of 2-acrylamido-2-methyl propane sulfonic acid, 

8 weight % of the calcium salt of maleic acid, 

1 1 weight % of N-vinyl caprolactam, 

3 weight % of 4-hydroxy butyl vinyl ether and 

0.1 weight % of methylene bisacrylamide 
such that the compounds, exact to 0.1% by weight, add up to 100%, thus allowing no 
variance in makeup, 

6. No example or teaching has this makeup, in that at least 0.1 weight % of 
methylene bisacrylamide and 77.9 weight % of the calcium salt of 2-acrylamido-2- 
methyl propane sulfonic acid are never both present in a given composition. A review of 
a chemical abstract search of a related, patented case, having different weight 
percentages of the identical compounds but lacking methylene bisacrylamide, was 
reviewed and found no evidence of the specific c ompoun d- now claimed.
